Each entry lists deuiiled particulars about ihc iheses in the following 
order: Serial number, name of the scholar, title of the theses, name of 
the Dcpartment/lnstitutc/Laboralory where the rc.search was conducted, 
if other than the name of the department under which the enur has been 
listed, name of the UniversUy/Inslitutc, the years when research was begun 
and completed, availability note and name and complete address of the 
guide. Unless otherwise stated immediately after the title, the theses have 
been accented for the award of Ph D. degree. 

AODreviaiions have been used to render the names of the various uni- 
vcrsilies/institutcs and research centres, and a complete list of these 
abbreviations and their expansions follows the Alphabetic Subject Index. 
For Iheses where the information about the year when the research was 
begun was not available, only the year of award of degree has been given, 
Availability note provides information about the availability of the iheses 
for consultation and use by the research scholar. Unless indicated by an 
asterisk to the serial number a copy of each of the thesis listed is avail¬ 
able in the respective university/institute library. The thesis is available 
In the university/insUiule office when the serial number is marked by 
an asterisk. As regard the guides under whom research has been con¬ 
ducted, information ha.s been provided in the majority of the ca^s. How¬ 
ever where complete address was not available we had to be content with 
the name of the guide only.
